*ee Qacal court order book page* -'<18 
and .'119 . When theclrcumtiance* un- 
der wbIcD thee* bond* were Utued I* 
recalled, the other half of the *avlng 
will have to be knocked offalao. It only 
rr« 4 ulred a majority vote to free the 
pike*, but a two third* vote to l**ue the 
bond* 

The dr*t election on the bond que*- 
tlon held In Noverabsr IH97, failed to 
carry under the ruling of the court of 
appeal* then In force voting In the 
election, a* the propoaltlon did not re- 
ceive twn-thlrd*of all the vote* voting 
In that election We were In a dlirmma 
which threatened to prove a very *e- 
rlou* one 

The turnpike* bad been voted frre 
and tho people were demanding tbat 
the gate* be thrown open, but the own- 
er* were unwilling to do *o unle** they 
were paid for their pike* and there wa* 
no way under the olrcumatance* to pay
